Annexation. 
While we accept the decision of the presi- 


consider the annexation proposition, as the 
final conciusion of the present administration, 
we do not feelinclineto regard it as the last 
word of the American government tipon this 
subject, for the history of the mutual relations 
ofthe two ceuntries, of American effort and 
influence fn building up the Christian 
, civilization which has so consvicueusly 
| aided in giving this country an honorable place 
among independent nations, the geographical 
position of thess islands and the important. 
and to both countries, profitable, reciprocal 
commercial interests, which have long existed, 
tozether with our weakness as a sovereirn na- 
tion, all point with convincing force to polit- 
icul union between the two countries as the 
necessary logical result from the circum- 
stances mentioned, This conviction is 
emphasized by the favorable expres- 
sion of American statesmen over a long 
period in favor of annexation, conspicuous 
among Whom dre the names of W. L. Marcy. 
William H. Seward, Hamilton Fish and James 
G. Blaine, all former secretaries of state, and 
especially so by the action of your last ad- 
ministration in negotiating a treaty of annexa- 
tion with this government and sending it to 
the senate witha vieW to its ratification. 


Will Appeal to Futures Administrations. 

We shall, therefore, continue the project of 
political union with the United States 
as & conspicuous feature of our foreign 
policy. contidently hoping that sooner or 
later it will be crowned with success, to the 
lasting benefit of both countries. The addi- 
tional portion of your communication referring 
to our domestic affairs with a view of interfer- 
ing therein. isa new departure in the relations 
of the two governments. Your information 
that the president of the United States expects 


this government to promptly relinquish 
to her (meaning the ex-queen), her con- 
stitutional authority with the question: 
“Are you willing to abide by the de- 
cision of the president?’ might well be 
dismissed in a single word, but for the cir- 


cumstance that your communication contains, 
as it appears to me, misstatements and er- 
roneous conclusions based thereon, that are so 
prejudicial to this government that I can not 
permit them to pass unchallenged. Moreover. 
the importance and menacing character of 
this preposition make it appropriate for me 
to discuss somewhat fully the questioars 
raised by it. We do not recognize the right of 
the president of the United States to interfere 
in our domestic affairs. Such right could be 
conferred upon him by the act of this govern 
ment, and by that alone, or it could be acquired 
by conquest. This I understand to be the 
American doctrine conspicuously announced 
fromtimeto time by the authorities of your 
government. 

President Jackson said in his message to 
congress in 1836: “The uniform policy and 
practice of the United States is to avoid all 
interference in disputes which mostly relate to 
the internal government of other nations and 
eventually to recoznize the authority of the 
prevailing party with reference tothe merits of 
original controversy.’ 

This principle of international law has been 
consistently recognized during the whole past 
intercourse of the two countries, and was re- 
cently reconfirmed in the instructions given 
by Secretary Gresham to Commissioner 
Blount of March 11, 1893, and by the latter pub- 
lished in the newspapers in Honolulu in a 
letter of his own tothe Hawalian public. The 
word of these instructions which I refer to 
are as follows: 


The United States Had No Right to In- 
terfore. 


“The United States claim no right to inter- 
fere inthe political or domestic affairs or in 
the internal conflicts of the Hawatian islands 
other than as herein stated (referring to the 
protection of American citizens), or for the 
purpose of maintaining any treaty or other 
rights which they possess." 

The treaties between the two countries con- 
fer nori¢ht of interference. Upon what then, 
Mr. Minister, does the president of the United 
States base his right of interference? Your 
communication is without information upon 
this point, excepting such as may be contained 
in the following brief and vague sentences: 

“She (the ex-queen) was advised and assured 
by her ministers and leaders of the movement 
forthe overthrow of her government that if 
she surrenderered under protest, her case 
would afterwards be fairly considered 
by the president of the United States. 
‘The queen finally yielded to the armed 
force of the United States, then quartered in 
Honolulu, relying on the good faith and honor 
of the president when informed of what had 
occurred, to undothe action of the minister 
and reinstate her and the authority which she 
claims as the constitueional sovereign of 
Hawaiian islands.”’ 

Also, “It becomes my further duty to advise 
you, sir, the executive of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and your ministers, of the presi- 
dent's determination of the question which 
your action and that of the queen devolved 
upon him, and that you are expected to prompt- 
ly relinquish to her constitutional authority. 

I understand that the first quotation is re- 
ferred to in the following words of the second; 
“Which your action and that of the queen de- 
volved upon him” (the president of the 
United States). and that the president 
has arrived at his conclusions from Commis- 
sioner Blount’s report. We have had as yet 
no opportunity of examining this document, 
but from extracts published in the papers, and| 
for reasons set forth hereafter, we are not dis- 
posed to submit the fate of Hawaii to its state- 
ments and conclusions. 

Asa matter of fact. no member of the execu- 
tive of the provisional government has con- 
ferred with the ex-queen, either verbally or 
otherwise, from the time the new government 
was proclaimed till now, with the exception of 
one or two notices which were sent to her by 
myself in regard to her removal from the pal- 
ace and relating to the guards which the gov- 
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of alike nature. I infer that a conversation 
which Mr. Damon, @ member of the advisory 
council, is reported by Mr. Blount to have had 
withthe éx-queen on January 17, and which 
has been quoted in the newspapers, is the basis 
of this astounding claim of the president of 
the United States of his authority to adjudi- 
cute upon our right as a governm?nt to exist. 

Mr. Damion, on the occasion mentioned, was 
allowed to accompany the cabinet of the for- 
former government, which had been in confer- 
ence with us. .What Mr. Damon said to the 
ex-queen he said on his individual authority, 
and did not report the matter to us. 

Mr. Blount’s report of his remurks on that 
occasion furnishes this government its first in- 
formation of the nature of those remarks. Ad- 
mitting., foc argument’s sake; that the gorern- 
ment had authorized sich assuFances. what 
was “her case’ that was afterwards to “be 
fairly considered by tere president of the United 
States?” Wasit the question of her right to 
subvert the Hawaiian constitution and to pro- 
claim @ new one herself, or Was it her claim to 
be restored to the sovereignty, of was it her 
claim against the United States for the al- 
leged unwarratitable acts of Minister Ste- 
vens, or was it all these in the alternative; 
who can say? But if 1t had been allof these. 
orany of them, it could not have been more 
clearly and finally decided by the president of 
the United States in favorof the provisional 
government than when he recoznizod it withi- 
out qualification or received its two success- 
ively accredited envoys extraordinary and 
minister plenpotéentiafy. the ex-queen in the 
meantimé being represented in Washington by 
her agent, who had full: access to the depart- 
ment of state. 

The whole business of the government with 
the president of the United States is set forth 
in the correspondence between the twogovern- 
ments and the acts and statements of the 
minister of this government at Washington 
andthe annexation commissioners accredited 
toit. If we have submitted our right to exist 
to the United States, the fact will appear in 
the correspondence and the acts of our minis- 
ters and commissioners. Such agreement 
must be shown as the foundation of the right 
of your government to interfere, for an arbi- 
trator can be created only by the acts of the 
two parties. 

The ex-queen sent her attorney to Washing- 
ton to plead her claim for reinstatement in 
power, and failing in that, for a money allow- 
ance or damages. This attorney was refused 
passage on the government dispatch boat 
which was sent to San Francis:o with the 
annexation commissioners and their message. 

The depatture of this vessel was less than two 
days after the new government was declared, 
and was made promptly upon receiving the re- 
quest therefor, either on the day the govern- 
ment was declared or on the next. 

The Question of Arbitration Never En- 
tertained by the Provisional 
Government. 

If an intention to submit the question of the 
reinstatement of the ex-queen had existed. 
why should her attorney have been refused 
passave on this boat? The ex-queeén's letter to 
Mr. Harrison, dated January 18, two days after 
the new government was proclaimed, makes 
no allusion to any understanding between her 
and the government for arbitration. 

President Doie here quotes the ex- 
queen's letter, which has been hereto- 
fore published. He then proceed: 

If any understanding had existed at that 
time between her andthe government to sub- 
mit the question of het restoration to the 
United States, some reference to some such 
understanding would naturally have appeared 
in this letter. as every reason would have ex- 
isted for calling the attention of the president 
to .he fact, and especially as she then knew 
tiat her attorney would be seriously delayed in 
reaching Washington. 

But there is not # word wpon which such 
an understanding céu be predicated. ‘he gov- 
ernment sent its commissioners to Washing- 
ton for the sole purpose of securing the con- 
tirmation of the recognition by Minister Stev- 
ens of the new government and to enter into 
negotiations for political union with the 
United States. | 

The Queen's Protest and Appzal. 

The protest of the ex-quecn made on Jan- 
tiarvy 17 is equally. with the letter, devoid of 
evidence of any mutual understanding for a 
submission of her claim to the throne to the 
United States. Itis very evidently a protest 
against the alleged action of Minister Stevens 
as wellas the new government and contains a 
notice of her appeal to the United States. 
The document was received exactly as it would 
have been received if it had come through the 
mail. The indorsement of its receipt upon the 
paper Was made at the request of the indi 
vidual who brought it, as evidence of its safe 
delivery, : 

As to the ex-queen's notice of her appeal to 
the United States, it was a matter of indiffer 
ence to us. Such an appeal could not have 
been prevented, as the mail service was in 
operation as usual. ‘That such a notice and 
our receipt of it without comment should be 
made a foundation of a claim that we have sub- 
mitted our right to exist as a-government to 
the United States had never occurred to us un- 
til suggested to us by your government. 

The protest of theex-queen, already 
published, is here quoted, and Mr. Dole 
then proceeds: 

You may not be aware, but suchis the fact, 
that at no time until the present notification of 
the claim of the president of the United States 
of his right to interfere in the internal affairs 
of this country, by you on December 19, has 
this government been officially informed by 
the United States government that any such 
course was contemplated, and not until the 
publication of Mr. Gresham's letter to the 
president of the United states on the Hawaiian 
question had we any intimation of such a 
policy. 
Royalists Talk of Interferencs Not R3- 
garded Seriously. 
The adherents of the ex-queen have, indeed, 
claimed, from time to time. that such was the 
case, but we have never been able to attach 
serious importance to their rumors. feeling 
sure in onr present diplomatic operations in 
your country and relying upon the friendship 
and fairness of @ government whose dealings 
with us have ever shown full recognition of 
our independence as a sovereign power, with- 
out any tendeney to take advantage of the dis- 
parity of strength between the two countries. 
if your contention that President Cleveland 
_believes that this government and the ex- 
queen have submitted their respactive claims 
to the sovereignty of the country, to the 
adjudication of the United States is cor- 
rect, then may I ask. when and where has 
the president held this court of arbitration? 
This government has had no notice of the sit- 
ting of such a tribunal, and no opportunity of 
presenting evidence of its claims If Mr. 
Blount’s investigations were part of the pro- 
ceedings of such a court the government 
did not know it. and was neyer informed of 
it. indeed, as I have mentioned above, we 
never knew until the publication of Secretary 
Gresham's letter to President Cleveland, a few 
wecks ago. that the A rican executive hada 
policy of interference under contemplation. 

Blount’s Methods Denorhiceed. 
Kvenif we had known that Mr. Blount was 
authoritatively acting as a commissioner to 
take evidence upon the question of the restora- 
tion of the ex-queen. the methods adopted by 
him in making his investigations were, I sub- 
mit unsuitable to such an examination or any 
examination upon which human interests were 
to be adjudicated. 

As I am reliably informed, he selected his 
witnesses and examined them in secret, fre- 
quently using leading questions, giving no op- 
portunity for cross-examination, and often not 
permitting the explanations by witnesses 
themselves which they desired to make of evi- 
dence which he had drawn fromthem. It is 
hardly necessary for me to suggest that under 
such a mode some witnesses would be almost 
helpless in the hands of an astute lawyer, and 
might be drawn into saying things which 
would be only half truths. and standing alone 
would he misleading or even false in effect. 

Is it likely that an investigation conducted 


' in this manner could result in a fair. full and 


truthful statement of thecaseinpoint. Surely 
the destinies of a friendly government, admit- 
ting by way of argumentthat the right of arbi- 
tration exists. may not be disposed of upon an 
ex-parte and secret investigation without the 
knowledge of the government or an opportu- 
nity by it to be heard or even know who the 
witnesses were. 3 
Blount’s Investigation Criticised. 

Blount came here aga stranger and at once 
entered on his duties, He devoted himself to 
the work of collecting info rmation both by the 


-examination of witnesses and the collection of 


statistics ang other docum entary matter with 
great energy and industry, giving Up substan, 





tially bis whole time to ita prosecution. 


He was here but afew months, and during 
thattime was so occupied with this work that 
he had little opportunity left for receiving 
thosé impressiong of the state of affairs whic 
could best have come to him incidentally 
throtch a wide social intercourse with the 
peopte of the country and a personal acquiint- 
ance'with its varidus commiunities and indus 
trial enterprises. 

He saw the country from his cottage 1 
Hondlulu mainly through the eyes of witnesses 
whom he examined. Under these circum- 
standes it is not probable that the most earnest 
of mép would be able to form a statement that 
could safely be relied upon as the basis of a de- 
cision upon the question of the standing form 
of a government. 

In view therefore of ail these facts in rela- 
tion to the question of the president's suthor- 
ity to interfere and concerning which the 
members of the executive council weré actors 
and eyewitnesses. Iam able to assure your ex- 
céllency thal by no action of this government 
on the seventeenth day of January last, or 
since that time, has the authority devolved 
upon the president of the United States to in- 
terfere in the internal affairs of this country 
through any conscious act or expresston of 
this government. 

Ths Correctness of the President’s Con- 
clusions Spocifically and Em- 
phatically Denied. | 

You state in your communication that ‘after 
a patient examination of Mr. Blount’s reports 
the president is satisfied that the moverhent 
against the queen, if not instigated, was en- 
couraged and supported by the representative 
of this government at Honolulu: that he prom- 
ised in advance to aid her enemies in an effort 
to overthrow the Hawaiian government and 
set up by force a new governnicnt in its place; 
that he kept this promise, causing a detach- 
inent of troops to be landed from the Boston 
on the 16th of January, 1893, andl by recognizing 
the provisional government the next day when 
it was too feeble to defend itself. and the con- 
stitutional government was able to succtss- 
fully maintain its authority against any threat- 
ening force other than that of the United 
States already landed.” 

Without entering into a discussion of the 
facts I beg to state inreply that Iam unabie to 
judge of the correctness of Mr. Blount's re- 
port from which the president's conclusions 
were drawn, as [ had no opportunity of exam- 
iningsuch feport, but | desire to specitically 
and emphatically deny the correctness of each 
andeWery one of the allegations of fact con- 
tained in the above quoted statement. Yet as 
the president has arrived ata positive optnion 
in his own mind in the matter I will refer to it 
from his standpoint. 


President Dole’s Position Briefly and 
Fortibly Stated. 

My position is briefly this: 

If the Anierican forces illegally assisted the 
revolutionists in the establishment of the pro- 
visiondl government, that government is not 
responsible for their wrongdoing. It was 
purely a private matter for discipline be- 
tween the United States government and its 


officers. There is, I suppose, no prec- 
édent in international law for the the- 
ory that such action of the American 
troops has conferred upon the United 


States authority over the international offairs 
of this govertment. Should it F@ true, as vou 
have suggested, that the Amtvican govern- 
ment miade itself responsible > the queen, 
who, it is alleged, lost her throne through such 
action, that is nota matter for nie to discuss, 
except to submit that if such be the case itis a 
matter for the American government and her 
to settle between themselves. 

This government, a recognized sovereign 
power, equal in authority with the United 
States government and enjoving diplomatic re- 
lations With it. cannot be destroyed by it for 
the sfie of dischargingits obligations to the 
ex-queen. Uponthese grounds, Mr. Minister, 
in behalf of my government, I respectfully pro- 
test against the usurpation of its authority as 
suggested by the language of your comimunica- 
tion. 

It is difficult for a stranger like yourself. and 
much more for the president of the United 
States with his pressing responsibilities, 
crowding cares, and his want of familiarity 
with the condition and history of this country 
and theinner life of its people, to obtain & clear 
insight into tha real state of affairs and to uv: 
derstand the social currents. the race feelings 
and the customs and traditions which all con- 
tribute to the political outlook. We who have 
crown up here or who have adopted this coun- 
try as onr home are conscious of the diffl-ulty 
of maintaining a stable government here 

A community which is made up of five races, 
of which the larger part but dimly appreciutes 
the significance and value of representative 
constitutions, offers political problems which 
may well tax the wisdom of the most experi- 
enced statesman. 

R-trogrossion of the Monarchy. 

For long years a large and influential part of 
this community, including many foreigners 
and = native Hawaiians. have observed 
with deep regret the retrozressive tenden- 
cies of the Hawaiian monarchy, and have 
honorably striven against them, and have 
sought, throuzh legislative work. the news- 
papers and by personal appeals and individual 
influence to support and emphasize the repre- 
sentative features of the monarchy and to cre- 
ate public sentiment favorable thereto, thereby 
to avert the catastrophe that seemed inevita- 
ble if such tendencies were not restrained. 

These efforts have been met by the last two 
sovereigns in a spirit of aggressive hostility. 
The struggle hecame at length a well-defined 
issue between royal prerogative andthe right 
of representative government, and most bit- 
terly and unscrupulously has it been carried 
on in the interests of the former. 

President Dole here enters upon an 
account of the events in Kalakua’s 
reign and proceed follows. 

The Quzen Did Not Owe H-r Downfall to 
American Interf3rence. 

Noman can correctly say that the queen 
owed her downfall to the interference of Amer 
ican forces. The revolution was carried 
through by the representatives. now largely 
reinforced, of the same public sentiment which 
forced the monarchy to its knees in 1887 
which suppressed the insurrection of 1889, and 
which for twenty years has been laboring fot 
representative goverument in this country. 
If the American forces had been absent the 
revolution would have taken place, for the 
sufficient causes for it had nothing to do with 
their presence. I. therefore, in all friendshi 
for the government of the United States, whic 
you represent, and desiring to cherish the good 
will of the great American people. submit the 
answer of my government to your proposition, 
and ask that you will transmitt the same to 
the president of the United States for his com 
sideration. 

An Impregnable Position. 

Though the provisional government is far 
from being a great power, and could not long 
resist the forces of the United States ina 
hostile attack, we deem our position to be im: 
pregnable under legal precedents. under the 
principles of diplomatic intercourse and in vhe 
forum of conscience. We have done your gov- 
ernment no wrong: no charge of discourtesy 
is or can be brought against us. Our only issue 
with your people has been that because we re- 
vered its institutions of civil liberty we have 
desired to have them extended to our own 
distracted country, and because we hono, 
its flag and deeming that its benefi- 
cent and authoritative presence would be for 
the bestinterests of all our people. we have 
stood ready to add to your country a new star 
to its glory and to consummate a union which 
we believed would be as much for the benefit 
of your country as for ours. If this is an of- 
fense. we plead guilty to it. : 

I am instructed to inform you, Mr. Minister, 
that the provisional government of the Ha- 
waiian islands respectfully and unhesitatingly 
declines to entertain the proposition of the 
president of the United States that it should 
surrender its authority to the ex-queen. 

This answer is made, not only upon thse 
grounds hereinfore set forth, but upon our 
sense of duty and loyalty to the brave men 
whose commissions we hold, who have fatth- 
fully stood by us inthe hour of trial, whose 
will is the only earthly authority we recognize. 
We cannot betray the sacred trust they have 
placed in our hands, 4 trust which is the cause 
of Christian civilization and the interests of 
the whole people of these islands. _

An Interview on the Subject with Gov, 
McKinley—Needs of the Old and New 
South—The Industrial Methods that An- 
swered Thirty Years Ago Will Not Serve 
Now, and Legislation is Needed to Meet 

New Conditions. 

LovisviLLeE, Ky.. Jan. 15.—The Louis- 
ville Commercial, to-day publishes 
the following interview with Gov. Me- 
Kinley, given a reporter who went to 
Columbus to ask the governors’s views 
on the tariff question as affecting the 
south:

“Crov. MeKinley, will you tell me 
what the Wilson bill means to the 
south?” asked the Commercial’s repre- 
sentative. 

“The Wilson bill,” said the governor, 
“is the assertion of the policy of the 
old south, and an utter disregard of 
the policy of the new south, with its 
new conditions. It is returning to 
what Buchanan left us. I don't be- 
lieve any southerner wants to go back 
to that, do vou? 

“The same industrial methods that 
answered thirty years ago will not 
serve now, and just so the legislation 
of thirty years ago does not meet the 
requirements of the south of to-day. 
But,” said the governor, with great 
earnestness, “this is not a sectional 
question. It is not a question of north 
and south: it is a question of patriot- 
ism, and a question of enlightened 
self-interest, of nationaland individual 
prosperity. The sonth needs _ protec- 
tion just as the north needs it, but it is 
even more important to the south, just 
now, than to any other section, be- 
cause of the natural conditions existing 
there. Its natural resources are just 
beginning to be developed, and need 
the encouragement of the same pro- 
tective system that has stimulated the 
growth of our northern and eastern 
states. 

“The act of 1890 was just to the 
south. It was a recognition of the in- 
dustrial activity of the preeeding ten 
vears in the south, and the results in 
this section under the operation of the 
protective tariff of this act, have just.- 
fied the hopes of the framers of the 
bill. The southern states did not helt 
to make the majority in congress that 
passed that bill, but the protective 
system is founded upon a_ national 
policy and the interests of the south 
were as carefully protected as those of 
avy northern republican state. 


“There were people who said: ‘Let 
the Louisiana sugar industry go.’ But 
we said: ‘No; we will take off the 


duty, but we will give them a bounty 
that will be equivalent to the protec- 
tion of the duty.” We had to intro- 
duce, practically, a new feature in our 
legislation, a bounty, and we did it for 
the protection of the sugar industry of 
Louisiana and other states.” 

“Governor,” the reporter said, ‘‘tell 
me why vou took the tariff off sugar, 
and substituted the bounty?” 


“Reeause the sugar duty was a 
revenue duty," was the prompt re- 
sponse; ‘.nd in a revenue duty, the 


consumer pays the tax. A small part 
of the sugar consumed in this country 
was produced here: we were paying, 
in the added cost of our sugar, £56,000,- 
000 a year that we did not need over 
revenues, and we thought it better to 
save this to the consumers, give the 
producer a bounty of nine, ten, eleven 
or twelve millions a year, and renlize a 
net saving of say, %54,000,000 40 our 
people. 

‘There ere some pvints,’ continued 
the governor, ‘that have been covered 
time and again, but which, cannot be 
kept too prominently before the peo- 
ple now, when they are e@ll thinking 
with such terrible earnestness on this 
subject of the tariff. It is claimed 
that the low tariff period of 1845 to 
1860, was one of prosperity. It is only 
necessary to keep the facts in mind, 
Show the artificial stimulus to values 
of war, famine abroad, and the dis- 
eovery of gold, and then look at the 
course of values when normal condi- 
tions were restored under this same 
law tariff. 

‘This is no time for the discussion of 
this question from a partisan stand- 
point. It is not atime for theories, 
but for work and wages. ‘The people 
of this country are face to face with 
the problem of preserving their prop- 
erty, of having work that will furnish 
them the means of support. 

“One phase of the question is that of 
the interests of American labor. 

‘‘Are the laboring men of this coun- 
try too well paid? 

‘IT do not think that the condition of 
American labor is too high for the nat- 
ural conditions of this vountry. I 
know it is not. 

“The better paid the labor, the bet- 
ter our civilizations. The best Amer- 
ican citizen is the man whois getting 
a good day’s wages for a good day's 
work; who has the comforts and re- 
finements of life. I do not believe 
that the best results are to be obtained 
from starving men. 

“Ido not believe that the wages of 
American labor are too high, and I am 
against any policy which proposes to 
reduce them. There is nothing in the 
free-trade promise that the increased 
importation of foreign-made goods will 
increase the demand for American la- 
bor or give steadier employment to our 
people.

Rio JANEIRO, Jan. 10, via Monre- 
Vipto, Jan. 15.—An interview had yes- 
terday on board the Almirante Taman- 
dare with Admiral de Gama, whio is in 
command of the insurgent squadron 
before Rio Janeiro, the admiral said:

A SENSATIONAL CASE. 


A Woman Is Shot in Atlanta 
While in Her Bed. 





HER HUSBAND UNDER SUSPICION. 


The Husband and Wife Had Slept All 
Night, and Just Before Day Three Shots 
Disturbed the Stillness of the Room and 
the Wife Felt the Sting of a Bullet—The 
Husband Arrested. 


ATLANTA, Jan. 19.—A shooting that 
has a great deal of mystery about it, 
and which is likely to develon into a sen- 
sation of no small magnitude, took place 
at the Exposition Cotton mills in the 
western part of the city just before day- 
light. 

Tuesday night Mr. and Mrs. William 
Givens retired, as usual, for the night, 
and Mrs. Givens slept, without distur- 


bance, until after 3 o’clock, when she 
was awakened by the loud report of a 
pistol in her room, followed in quick 
succession by two other shots, one of 
which took effect in her head. 

At the first shot, Mrs. Givens screamed 
and reacked out to her husband, who 
was, she supposed, lying by her side. 
But search revealed that he was not, and 
just then she heard his voice calling to 

er to be quiet. | 

Exhausted and faint, Mrs. Givens fell 
back on her pillow; the firing ceased, 
and her husband produced a light, and 
very much excited, walked over to her 
side and discovered that she was shot. 
He helped her to stop the flow of blood, 
and after daylight went in search of a 
physician. A physician was found and 
went with Givens to the cottage, which 
is located in the row of cottages at the 
Exposition Cotton mills, No. 99. 

It was not until 9 o’clock that Givens 
telephoned to the police. Officers Barrett 
and Bone placed him under arrest, and 
carried him to police headquarters, sus- 

ting him of having done the shoot- 
ing. Givens protested his innocence, 
and said he was awakened by the shots. 
He sprang out of bed at the sound of the 
first shot, and could distinctly see that 
some one was firing through the win- 
dow from the outside. e tried to 
shield himself from the flying bullets, 
and not until the firing ceased did he 
make any noise. Then he valled to his 
wife, admonishing her to quiet herself 
and stop screaming. 

He says he made a thorough investi- 
gation after daylight, and tound fo: : 
prints under the window, and also fou 1 
where a horse had been tethered just 
outside his gate. He announced the 
theory that scme assassin had crept to 
the window to kill him, intending to 
make his escape on horseback after the 
deed was done. The motive for the kill- 
“5, believed to be jealousy. 

. Givens indicated to the officers 
her belief that her husband had done 
the shooting. She felt morally certain 
of it, although the evidence was mainly 
circumstantial. She was suffering too 
much from her wound to make a full 
statement to the officers. 

Officer Bone believes there is no doubt 
of Givens’s guilt. Hesays he carefully 
measured the footprints beneath the 
window and compared the measurement 
with the dimensions of Givens’s feet, 
and the two correspond exactly. He 
also accurately measured the horse 
tracks in the yard and afterwards meas- 
ured the feet of a horse in Mr. Ennis’s 
lot which adjoins Givens’s home, and to 
his surprise found that the feet and the 
tracks were of the same size’ exactly. 
Officer Bone says he thinks that Givers 
took the horse out of the lot and tied it 
outside his gate, intending to make his 
escape on it after killing his wife. 

An exhaustive search was made for 
the pistol, but it was not found. Givens 
was locked up on a charge of assault 
with intent to murder, and if Mrs. Giv- 
ens dies it will be changed to a nore se- 
rious charge.

Birmingham, Ala , Jan. 14.—The 
conference of committees from the 
Northern and Southern General 
Assemblies adjourned yesterday. 
The following resolutions were adopt- 
ed: 

The Northern and Southern Pres- 
byte:ian churches in the United 
States of America agreed— 

First. That we recognize the sols 
emu duty laid upon us by our com- 
mon Lord to work for the evan, eliz- 
ation of the Negroes 1a our country, 

Second, We believe this work 
can be better done if we work to- 
gether than as a! present seperated. 

Third. We agree that the entire 
work now done by both assemblies 
shall hereafter be conducted togeth 
er, and to the work so conducted we 
pledge our continued conference, 
prayers, contributions and moral sup- 
port. 

Fourth. In view of the fact that 
the work done by the Northern 
has been conducted under the cor. 
porate names of the ‘‘Board of Mis- 
sions for Freedmen of the Preshyte 
rian Church in the United States of 
Aerica,’ in whose name pro, erty is 
held, and to which bequests have 
been made, and it being deemed ad- 
visable for legal reasons that the fu- 
ture work of the churches should be 
conducted under the same corporate 
power, it is agreed that said body 
shall manage and control the work 
of the two assemblies, and shall 
make annual reports to both assem- 
blies. This board is to consist of 
twenty-two members, 

Rev. Dr. W. C. Young and Gen. 
R. D. Juhnson were appointed to 
wait un the assembly at Saratoga, 
and the Rev. Dr. Cowan and Rev.

CLEVELAND'S BLUNDERS. 


Partisan Practices of the Chief Executive 
in the Hawaiian Affair. 

President Cleveland's insinuations 
against the integrity of his predecessor 
and the American minister to Hawaii, 
and the insolence of opinion exhibited 
by him in his interpretation of the 
events attending the establishment of 
the provisional government, are alike 
unworthy of the occupant of the execn- 
tive office. Mr. Cleveland asks the 
country to accept his judgment as ab- 
solutely sound and conclusive. No 
other -onclusion, he declares, could be 
arrived at, in view of the facts stated, 
than that which he has formulated. 
Does Mr. Cleveland expect the country 
to agree in this estimate of his own in- 
failibility? Has it never to occurred to 
him that President Harrison is just as 
honest a man, just as pure in morals, 
just as intellectually acute, just as ju- 
Gicial in temper, just as impervious to 
hasty and immoderate impulse as he is 
himself? Was Gen. Harrison, as an 
honest executive, trained to the con- 
sideration of large questions, and with 
clear conzeptions of duty and the lim- 
itations of the execntive authority, any 
less capable of determining wisely the 
question of Hawaiian recognition and 
relation to the island kingdom 
upon the facts presented, than Mr. 
Cleveland or Mr. Gresham, er any other 
prejudiced official of the present a3dmin- 
istration, upon the ex parte testimo- 
ny accumulated by a special commis- 
sioner? 

Mr. Cleveland mistakés if he sup- 
poses that the American people will 
suit their thinking on this subject to 
his particular ‘‘views.” Their judg- 
ment has been determined by the facts 
in the case, as presented by both sides 
to the controversy, and not at all by 
what any man chooses to think or any 
construction he may care to put upon 
the acts of the participants in it. He 
is equally mistaken if he imagines that 
his extraordinary criticism of his pred- 
ecessor, going tothe verge of personal 
affront, will eommand the popular ap- 
proval. Such an act of official inde- 
cency has never before disgraced our 
annals and it will never be repeated by 
any executire who appreciates the 
amenities of public life.

But this proposition has aroused a 
storm of indignation throughout the 
country; not from the republicans 
alone, but from the independent press 
and from many democratic papers and 
politicians. ‘Ile New York Herald has 
made a feature of collecting the opin- 
ions of prominent business and public 
men. With one voice they denounce 
the tax. Even from business centers 
in the south, from Louisville, Charles- 
ton and such places, come protests. 

The president and Mr. Wilson may 
bring the bill in and they may dragoon 
the house into passing it, but before 
they succeed in making it a popular 
measure, except, perhaps, among the 
non-taxpaying portion of the com- 
munity, they will have to discover some 
way to revolutionize public opinion re- 
garding the matter.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. :

HOUSEHOLD BREVITIES. 


—Mock Cream Sauce.—One quart of 
milk (boiled), one cup of sugar, two 
eggs, one teaspoonful of vanilla, same 
of corn-starch; stir together and put in 
the milk when it boils—Farm, Field 
and Fireside. 

—Cure fora Cough.—Slice three or 
four onions on a shallow plate, pour 
over them half a cupful of sugar, cover 
with another plate, place on the back 
of the stove and let them simmer until 
cooked. Edt the preserved onions in- 
stead of supper, and repeat next day if 
the cough is not cured.—Rural New 
Yorker. 

—Good Fruit Cake.—One cup 
molasses, one cup sugar, one cup strong 
coffee, one-half cup butter, one cup 
seeded raisins, one cup English eur- 
rants, one-half pound of candied 
erange peel or citron. All kinds of 
spices, a spoon of soda and flour to stir 
quite thick. It is best to bake a small 
cake as trial, before adding too much 
flour. 

—Escalloped Tomatoes.—Put in a 
buttered baking dish a layer of bread 
or cracker crumbs seasoned with hits 
of butter, then a layer of tomatoes 
(canned ones just as good as fresh), 
seasoned with pepper, salt, and sugar if 
desired, then another layer of crumbs, 
and so on, finishing withcrumbs. Bake 
one hour. This dish may be prepared 
early in the day, thus making it easier 
for the busy housewife.—N. Y. Observer. 

—Seasoned Pudding.—One pound of 
stale bread without crust, soaked till 
soft, in enough coid milk to cover it, 
Squeeze all the milk out. Add si 
ounces of finely chopped beef suet, 
three onions boiled and chopped; sea- 
son with salt, sage, marjoram, thyme 





and a little grated lemon peel. Add 
three well beaten cggs. Bake in a 
well greased flat pudding tin. It will 


take almost an hour to bake and should 
be nicely browned on top. It is served 
with the goose and caten with gravy 
poured over it.—Good Housekeeping. 

—Potato Salad.—Cut ten medium 
sized potatoes into thin slices or dice, 
according to taste. Put them intoa 
salad bowl with one teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley and some slices of 
pickled cucumbers or capers. Puta 
heaping saltspoon of salt and an even 
saltspoon of pepper into a cup and add 
one tablespoonful of oil. Mix thor- 
oughly, and add two tablespoonfuls of 
oil, one of vinegar and four or five 
drops of onion juice. Pour this dress- 
ing over the potatoes, toss them over 
carefully and serve. The onion juice 
is obtained by peeling the onion, cut- 
ting itin half and squeezing it in a 
lemon squeezer exactly as you would 
squeeze a lemon. A good-sized onion 
wil give about a tablespoonful of juice. 
This is a much quicker and easier 
method than grating.—Boston Budget. 

—Pork Cheese.—Take the heads, 
tongues and feet of young fresh pork, 
or any other pieces that are convenient. 
Having removed the skin. boil them till 
all the meat is quite tender and can 
easily be stripped from the bones. 
Then chop it fine and season it with 
salt and pepper to your taste. Add a 
few sage leaves rubbed toa powder. 
Mix the whole well together with your 
hands. Put it into deep pans with 
straight sides (the shape of a cheese), 
press it down hard and closely with a 
plate that will fit the pan, putting the 
underside of the plate next tothe maat, 
and placing a heavy weight on it. In 
two or three days it will be fit for use 
and you may turn it out of the pan. 
Send it to the table cut in slices, and 
eat mustard and vinegar with it. It is 
gene ally eaten at supper or break fast. 
—Ohio Farmer.

Instead of fur-lined garments fashion 
runs to the bright, fancy linings, with 
the fur on the outside. The fur-lined 
circular of years past would furnish a 
good model for the present-day garment 
if it were worn wrong side out.
